Explanatory Digest of New Provisions of Law Prepared by 
Keystone Autom obile Club 


Article I 
A m endm ents to the Pennsylvania Vehicle (’ode passed at the 
recent s e -skin of the L egislature add two new traffic regu latin g 
devices to the two alr ea dy familiar to motorists. 
T hey a re the 
“S T O P ” signs, to be erected ut isolated intersections, 
and 
the 
flashing a m b e r or red light, the latter for use only in cit iou. 
T h e “ S T O P ” sign newly authorized for use at isolated inter 
sections differs little from the familiar octagonal sign with yellow 
ba ckgro und and 
black 
letters, reading 
“THROUGH 
T R A F F IC 
STOP.” The new sign will he of the sa m e size and shape, and will 
differ from the present sign only in that the word “ S T O P ” will 
a p p ea r alone. 


The principal difference hot ween the use* of the new sigils and 
the present ones is in tile fact that it will riot be ne c essa ry to desig­ 
nate the entire length of a street as a “T h ro u g h H ig h w a y ” and 
erect “ST O P" signs at a1! of tho side streets. The new sign is to 
be used only ut intersections known to tic dan gerous, or at which 
there is heavy traffic at certain hours of the day. 
Then , too, it 
w arn s the motorist of th e necessity for caution, without requiring 
a leu. thy stop in obedience to a traffic signal while no cross traffic 
is in sight. 
E xasperatin g delays a re reduced and the motorist is 
ad eq uately protected. 


F la s h in g Red Br Amber Ut?lit 
The o ther new device, the flashing red or flashing a m b e r light, 
serves the sa m e purpose, hut Is a mor e positive 
and 
impelling 
signal. 
« 
Tile Hashing a m b e r light gives w a rn in g that tho street or high­ 
way crossing at which it may be in operation is som etim es d a n g e r ­ 
ous to last moving traffic ami always re quire s a cautious app roach. 
It .does not require motori sts to come to a com plete stop. hut only 
to bring thei r vehicles u n d e r complete control and to a p p ro ac h the 
crossing at such a speed that an alm ost ins ta ntaneous stop can be 
made in (-ase of an em erge ncy. 
T h e flashing reel light (which is restricted in use to the c i t i e s ) 
does re q u ire a full stop. T he vehicle a pproa c hing a flashing red 
signal at o cross street must come to a full stop, yield the right of 
way to an y vehicle a p proa ching on the cross street, an d only move 
on th rough the in tersection when it is perfectly safe to-do so. In 
effect, it is similar to the familiar flashing red signals al railroa d 
( t ohs Rigs. 
Both of these new devices— the “S T O P ” sign at isolated street 
cro ssin gs; a nd the flashing red or a m b er lights are in the interests 
of added safety and the reduction of u nne c essa ry dela ys to m o to r­ 
ists. T h e ir value d e pe nds entirely upon their careful observance, 
and st ric t obedience of th e vehicle operators to the messa ge they 
convey. 
They a re just as lawful as the Stop-and-Go light, and they 
co m m and just as much respect. They are. however, less likely to 
aro u se impa tie nce and rebellion in the mind of the motorist. They 
perm it a wider use of discretion on his part by re q uiring fewer 
useless and e xasperati ng stops when no cross traffic is in view. 
J he tr end of traffic signalization is distinctly in the direction of 
remov ing delays a n d annoya nc es to the motorist, but as in all such 
devices, th eir value lies in the degree of re p e d and obedience 
which is pafd to them by the individual driver.
